Response t Amendment 

The amendment filed 3/31/2003 has been entered. Claims 21 and 22 have been canceled. 

Response to Arguments 
Any previous rejections that are not reiterated herein have been withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1-12 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Berg (WO 
94/21301 ), for the reasons set forth in the office action mailed 9/26/2002. 

Applicant asserts that Berg fails to disclose gas-containing microparticles (i.e., nucleation sites) in 
the oil-in-water emulsions, as claimed because Berg teaches the use of solid microparticles in the 
emulsion. 

This is not found persuasive because while Berg does disclose the use of solid microparticles in 
the gas-forming emulsion droplets, this is only one embodiment of the invention. Berg also teaches that 
the emulsion droplets may contain gas-bubbles, and therefore are within the scope of those claimed. 
First, it is noted that the nucleation sites as claimed are not limited to gas-containing micro particles (as set 
forth in the arguments), but include free gas bubbles, etc., see claim 3. Berg discloses that gas may be 
incorporated into a preformed emulsion, see page 11, lines 19-24. Such oil-in-water emulsions having 
gas incorporated therein would encompass gas bubbles associated with the emulsion, as claimed. 
Further, Berg discloses that microbubble formation may commence before administration and will 
continue in vivo, see page 10. Thus, a portion of the gas-forming material forms a bubble that is 
associated with the emulsion prior to administration (note the gas-forming material is in the emulsion 
droplet). Therefore, the emulsion droplet contains a gas-bubble that is associated with the remaining 
gas-forming material, which is the same as the emulsions containing free gas bubbles in the emulsion 
droplet, as claimed. 
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Claim R jections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over a Berg (WO 
94/21301) in view of Unger (WO 98/10799), for the reasons set forth in the office action mailed 9/26/2002. 

Applicant asserts that Unger fails to correct the deficiencies of Berg stated above, namely, that 
Berg fails to disclose gas-containing microbubbles (heterogeneous gas-containing nucleation sites) 
associated with the emulsion droplets. 

For the reasons set forth above, Berg does disclose oil-in-water emulsions wherein the emulsion 
droplets have gas-containing microbubbles associated therewith.
